DEMOCRACY REVIVES AGAIN. 
The greatest of all slogans, during the World 
War, was the slogan, “Make the World Safe for 
Democracy.” 
Nothing appealed, or could have 
appealed, as that slogan did. It served the Amer­ 
ican people for any sacrifice that might b e nec­ 
essary. 
After the war, however, came disillusionment. 
Nation after nation, far from making democracy 
more real, let it slide and turned to dictatorship. 
People did not seem to want to govern them­ 
selves any longer. The man of the hour was the 
man who could seize power and compel people to 
sub mit to his will. 
It seemed, for a time, as if the great slogan of 
the 
war must have b een a ghastly 
mockery. 
There was less democracy in Europe after the 
war than b efore. 
Now, however, signs are not wanting that the 
pendulum is b eginning to swing b ack again. 
An' American newspaper correspondent, com­ 
pleting a tour of Europe, reports that the day of 
the dictator and the king is fading fast. 
Spain has rid itself of Primo de Rivera, and 
King Alfonso finds his own throne in a shaky 
position. In Poland, General Pilsudski, ab solute 
dictator for years, is losing his grip, arid his 
country is deported to b e nearly ready for a fling 
at democracy. 
Jugo-Slavia, likewise, is said to 
b e nearly ready to toss its dictator, General Zhiv- 
kovitch, into the discard; and even Rumania is 
said to b e wondering if it cannot dispense with 
its colorful b ut ineffective royal family. 
All of this is rather comforting news. It indi­ 
cates that we perhaps were not fooled during the 
war as b adly as we have sometimes suspected. 
The effects of any great upheaval like the 
World War are not always immediately apparent. 
As time passes it will b ecome more clear that 
democracy, after all, was strengthened b y that 
terrib le conflict — strengthened and given a 
new lease on life, even though it looked very sick 
right after the war ended. 


A LABORATORY IS NEEDED. 
The prohib ition deb ate is stil holding the cen­ 
ter, of the stage in Washington. The committee 
is conducting a hearing on the issues, with the 
wets having first b een given a week, and then 
the drys. 
It is presumed that after that a few 
neutrals will b e allowed to testify. 
If the hearing, however, runs the usual course, 
when it is all over a stalemate created b y the 
declaration of the wrets that everything is b lack, 
and that of the drys that everything is white. 
It is to b e doub ted, however, if the total of our 
exact knowledge of the right or the wrong of 
this great issue will b e materially increased. 
There is still a genuine need for a distinctly 
statistical and human examination of this m at­ 
ter. 
Unfortunately if the government should 
undertake such a task, charges would at once b e 
made that it was attempting to either sustain or 
defeat the prohib ition law. 
Meanwhile, unless 
some one of the many foundations, Rockefeller 
or Carnegie, take the matter in hand, the cost of 
the investigation would b e so heavy as to b e pro­ 
hib itive of any ordinary citizen or group of cit­ 
izens assuming the expense. 
While the press reports furnish lurid reading, 
what the people of the country and the world 
would really like to know is how’ the law’ has af­ 
fected our moral and economic life. Has it elim­ 
inated the b lue Monday ip industrial estab lish­ 
ments, with a decrease in accidents? 
Has it 
worked for the increase of savings deposits and 
the purchase of homes? 
Has church memb er­ 
ship increased or diminished? Again, what have 
the life insurance companies to report as to the

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DEMOCRACY REVIVES AGAIN. 


Tlie greatest of all slogans, during the World 


War, was the slogan, "Make the World Safe for 
Democracy." 
Nothing appealed, or could have 


appealed, as that slogan did. It served the Amer- 
ican people for any sacrifice that might be nec- 
essary. 
• 


After the war, however, came disillusionment. 


Nation after nation, far from making democracy 
more real, let it slide and turned to dictatorship. 
People did not seem to want to govern them- 
selves" any longer. The man of the hour was the 
man who could seize power and compel people to 
submit to his will. 


It seemed, for a time, as if the great slogan of 


the war must have been a ghastly mockery. 
There was less democracy in Europe after the 
war than before. 


Now, however, signs are not wanting that the 


pendulum is beginning to swing back again. 


An' American newspaper correspondent, com- 


pleting a tour of Europe, reports that the day of 
the dictator and the king is fading fast. 


Spain has rid itself of Primo de Rivera, and 


King Alfonso finds his own throne in a shaky 
position. In Poland, General PUsudski, absolute 
dictator for years, is losing his grip, and his 
country is deported to be nearly ready for a fling 
at democracy. Jugo-Slavia, likewise, is said to 
be nearly ready to toss its dictator, General Zhiv- 
kovitch, into the discard; and even Rumania is 
said to be wondering if it cannot dispense with 
its colorful but ineffective royal family. 


All of this is rather comforting news. It indi- 


cates that -we perhaps were not fooled during the 
war as^badly as we have sometimes suspected. 


The effects of any great upheaval like the 


World War are not always immediately apparent. 
As time passes it will become more clear that 
•democracy, after all, was strengthened by that 
terrible conflict — strengthened and given a 
new lease on life, even though it looked very sick - this can be established only in a laboratory, not 


A LABORATORY IS NEEDED. 


The prohibition debate is stil holding the cen-

Unfortunately if the government should 
undertake such a task, charges would at once be 
made that it was attempting to either sustain or 
defeat the prohibition law. Meanwhile, unless 
some one of the many foundations, Rockefeller 
or Carnegie, take the matter in hand, the cost of 
the investigation would be so heavy as to be pro- 
hibitive of any ordinary citizen or group of cit- 
izens assuming the expense. 


While the press reports furnish lurid reading, 


what the people of the country and the world 
would really like to know is how the law has af- 
fected our moral and economic life. Has it elim- 
inated the blue Monday-ip industrial establish- 
ments, with a decrease in accidents? 
Has it 


worked for the increase of savings deposits and 
the purchase of homes? Has church member- 
ship increased or diminished? Again, what have 
the life insurance companies to report as to the

"Timber ditches were 
constructed of oak slabs, laid on 
stringers or as later, by leaning 
diagonally from the bottom on 
one side to the other side. Those 
ditches ;when carefully built, did 
good se'rvice and lasted a long 
time. 


Then there was the mole ditch 


made by a ball of iron, fastened 
to a cutter on the beam of what 
was, (for lack of a better name.) 
called a plow. When the ground 
was soft and" free from obstruc- 
tions, those -contraptions" made 
a hole, much after the manner 
of a mole, and were called mole 
plows. 


Drain tile were known arid 


used in France, centuries ago, 
but became a lost art, until re- 
vived a few years ago. England 
used tile as early as 1810 and 
from there, their use spread rap- 
idly to Scotland and other coun- 
tries. The first tile used hi the 
U. S. were by John Johnston, on 
his farm near Geneva, N. Y., in 
1831. 


The first drain tile mill used 


in this country was . imported 
from England in 1848 and the 
use and making spread rapidly. 
The first tile was one inch in 
diameter and -gradually grew 
larger in size until sewer tile 
were made. 


The first drain tile I ever saw, 


were Used by my father, on the 
late John Leisure farm in 1868 
and were the old style flat bot- 
tom tile of the plunger type— 
also called' "hog back." They 
were made at Fleehart's tile fac- 
tory, by the "plunger" process 
and never "scaled," as do the tile 
of today, which are made hi ro- 
tary molds. Much depends on 
the quality of clay used in mak- 
ing tile as well as in "temper- 
ing" it. 


Tile is thoroughly air dried be- 


fore burning. You^ldbm find 
"glazed" tile* now, as we did in 
the old process because of new 
methods and care, in selecting 
material free from silica, sand or 
other like substances, nor are 
they subjected to such intense 
heat in finishing'. 


In 1877 my father, during the" 


months of July and AUgtist, p:nt 


down two carload of tile for the 
late Ben Frazee on the land now 
owned by his son John. We cut 
the ditch straight and I think we 
crossed an old timber ditch, twice 
in every forty rods. Call it fun or 
exercise, as you will, but I had 
another name for it. 
Those 


ditches lacked outlet, although 
within half a mile of Little Flat 
Rock. That stream if straighten- 
ed, would lose three miles of its 
length if measured by x crowd 
instead of a water snake. 


Our argument is this, that all 


public drainage' with the excep- 
tion noted, should be done by 
public taxation. Farmers with 
acres of valuable land, complain 
of high taxation but you seldom 
find one, who complains of hi: 
lack of drainage. He pays taxes 
on land which is worthless, as it 
is, because of lack of drainage 
but he finds no fault with costly 
roads, bridges and cost of super- 
intendence and repair. If the 
wet and waste land in Rush 
county was properly drained the 
equalization and assessing 
ol 


land would show an increasec 
valuation and a reduced rate of 
taxation. 


A few years ago we had no 


compulsory drainage law and if a 
man wanted an outlet it depend- 
ed on what kind of a neighbor 
he had, if he got it, even if he 
bore all the expense—just as it 
was with -devil lanes," where 
they would not join line fences 
That law has been changed and 
today we can have straight fen- 
ces on line fences. So too it 
should be with public drains— 
the unit concerned—township 
county or state should have the 
legal control of all drainage, a 
commission to decide the neces- 
sity, feasibility hnd utility of 
proposed drainage, with power to 
build and levy a tax for the pur- 
pose, free from the technicalities, 
pleadings and senseless objections 
now raised in courts, which serve 
no purpose but. delay and in- 
crease cost. 


It may increase first cost but 


like our roads when done we will 
have a system of thorough drain- 
age, which will be a blessing to 
everybody, 
frogs and 


except 
mosquitos, 


turtles. Our county 


and our state were properly 
classed -wet" and this is one 
form of -Prohibition," I am most 
heartily in favor of—prohibiting 
bogs, swamps and 
untillable 


land, to cover our county or 
state. Indiana never had a recla- 
mation law,,although the. wettest 
state north of the Ohio river. 


We spend as a nation, millions 


of dollars trying to make arable, 
the arid wastes of the west, 
where. nothing but cactus and 
rattle snakes flourish and leave 
untilled and untillable thousands 
of acres of what we egotistically 
"dub" 
the garden spot of the 


world. . 


Let us fight for a ditch law 


based on common sense—puQlic 
taxation—and that other act of 
justice and patriotism — "The 
Gen. P. A. Hackleman Memorial 
Hospital."

OIL MEN FLY, AND DIVE 
IN SEARCH OF NEW WELLS 


New York 
oil 


geologists fly in planes and don 
submarine diving suits in their 
search for oil. 


In the air they see geological 


formations of rock which are not 
visible from the ground. They 
dive to examine the ocean bot- 
tom hear shores where oil is be- 
lieved to exist. 


Desaix B. Myers, a California 


geologist, describes this in a re- 
port to the American Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgical EnT
